PAPERA REGARDING THE SUGGESTED ABOLITION OF THE ENGLISH DUTY 
ON GOLD AND SILVER PLATE, AND THE SYSTEM OF COMPULSORY 
2 HALL-MARKING,

In the year 1880 an earnest attempt was made in England by those in- 
terested in thesilversmiths’ and goldsmiths’ trade to procure the abolition of 
the English duty on silver plate, and an alteration of the restrictive laws 
relating to compulsory Mall-marking of silver and gold wares. A petition, 
presented to the English Parliament by certain artists und designers in metal 
work, and ‘which is annexed hereto (see Appendix A), clearly sets forth the 
grievance of which they complain, and shows that the duty of 1s. 6d. an ounce 
im by the English law on all silver wares manufactured for sale in Eng- 
land tends materially to limit the demand for artistic work in silver, and, 
coupled witlf uke, system of compulsory Hall-marking, greatly lessens the 
consumption of silver as a raw material. 


2. As bearing on the same important question, the Cammittee of the 
Prades’ Association submit herewith a copy of certain resolutions adopted by 
the Goldsmiths’ and Silversmiths’ Free Trade Association at a meeting+heN in 
London in September 1880 (see Appendix B). 


8. Tt seemed at first that these efforts to procure the repeal of an injurious 
* ¢ex, which, taken in connection with the laws for compulsory Hall-marking, is 
of B protective charactér, would be successful, but other considerations ulti. 
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mately prevailed, and ‘the matter was referrel to by Mr. Gladstone in his 
Budget speech in these words :— 

“The next subject is one of very small dimensions indeed, bat one which presents very 
considerable difficulty as well as inducement, and that is the subject of tho duties on silver 
ylute. The revenue it produces is no more than about £48,000 a year; but there are two 
reasons why, if we could, we ought to get rid of it. ‘The firet is the general advantage which 
never fails to attend the removal of Excise duty upon tbe products of British industry ; 
and there is another special reneon, which is, that there is every reason to believe that India 
is well qualified to supply us with silver wares in a manner advantageous to herself and to 
the trade and people of this country. ‘These are the reasows in favour of the dlteration of the 
duty, aud they are very weighty reasons, bub unfortunately there are rensons against the 
removal of the duty, inthe ordinary mauner which the House may consider os weighty, 
or weightier still, When I eay ‘the ordmary manner,’ I mean the immediate removal of 
the duty. In the first place, in onder to get rid of this £48,000 a year, you must not only 
give up that sum—which you might be willmg enough to do—but if you remove this duty 
immediately which undoubledly would be the best way of doing it, you must be prepared to 
meet a claim for druwbaeks, which, in the first place, ir enormous, in relation to the amount 
of duty, and totally transcends all the dimensions of ordinary ideas as to the drawbacks on 
taxable commodities, bug which is open to the still greater objection that it is impossible to 
shut the door against drawback» in the nature of fraud. When I come to make enquiry as 
to this drawback, gentlemen of the greatest intelligence and respectability in the trade say 
they think the drawback might Le perfectly well covered by £170,000, or three and a half 
yeure’ revenue, I have not the smallest doubt as to the perfect good faith of all that 
proceeds from the leading members of the trade; but it is not in their power, nor in the 
power of anybody, to assure us that we should not be subject to another demand, perhaps as 
great, in respect of fraudulent claims. 1 cavnot say what that would be; but,in the whole 
cireumstances we do not see cur way to proceed to the removal of this duty by the ordinary 
form of an immediate removal altogether without a corresponding claim in another direction. 
Tum sorry to say the problem puzzles me, and I can suggest nothing better than that which 
is, as a rule, not to be resorted to, viz , that the difficulties of this case might very gradually 
be provided for by such an annuul reduction of the duty as would not disturb sensibly the 
course of trade; and I shalj submit to the House 2 Resolution proposing that mstead of 
ls. Gd. an ounce, which is the amount now chargeable, the duty shall be reduced annually 
Ly three pence an ounce until it expires. ‘The gold duty we do not propose to touch. That 
is a duty so peculiar that 1 really do not know how ¢o deal with it under present ciroum- 
stances ; but I do not thu.k there is any such reason for touching the duty of gold as there 
is for touching the ordmary duty on silver, 1 make that proposal not as the best thing 
conceivable, but as being the best that can Le done under present circumstances.” 

« 


4. Subsequently Mr Gladstone moved the omission of the clause relat+ 
ing to the silver duty from the Revenue Bill in the following terms:— ° 

“The Customs and Inland Revenue Bill was in Comnhittee of the House of Commons on 
May 23rd, and Mr, Gladstone moved the omission of clause 7, dealing with the silver plate 
duty. On Sir G. Campbell asking why the clause was to be abandoned, Mr. Gladstone said 
the diffionities attending drawback on this sulgect were very great—much more serious than 
he had imagined, Ile had had considerable doubt as to the validity of the claim for 
drawback, and specially for full drawback ; but under the clause it had not been proposed to 
give auy drawback at all, but to proceed by a gradual method of reduction, Representations 
whieh had been made to him mduced him to thmk that he could not persevere with a clause 
which affected not so much the interests of the trade, so called, as those of the working 
people. ‘There had been great deadness i the condition of the trade, and he shrank from 
applying to it any measure which would have hada moro o1 less puralysing effect, He had 
been obliged to let the mntter stand over at this time, but other communications might. yet 
take place. Mr. Ritchie then sugested that the right honourable gentleman should definitely 
abandon the clause, as the members of the trade would suffer if 1 were to be held ia terrorem 
over them, but Mr. Gladstone said he could not give a pledge that, under no circumstances, 
would the question be reopened. There might arise other modes of dealing with it Sir A. 
Lusk then observed that the clock and watch-making trade had entirely gone away from 
Clerkenwell. ‘The people wanted something to do and could not getat; and iv. was no use to 
tell them to buy in the cheapest market if they had nothing to buy witl.' After a few more 
words from Mr. Onslow and Mr, Maciver the clause was negatived.” 


5. Tt will be secn that tho importance of this question to the people of 
India: is fully recognised inthe above remarks, and there can, the Committee 
think, be no doubt that the repeal of this protective duty, which is imposed on 
all foreign silver plate imported into England, would, in course of time, tend 
to the improvement of exchange by promoting the consumption of silver and 
developing a large trade in silver goods, where none now exists, between this 
country and Great Britain; no trade is possible under the existing conditions 
of the law, because all Indian silver manufactures amo subject to the tax of 
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Je. Gd. per ourlce; they are also required to be Hall-marked before they are 
submitted for sale, under a penalty, in failure of their being so marked, of £10 
for each piece of plate so exposed; the articles are, further, liable to be broken 
up by the Assay Office if the silver of which they arc mede fatls by onc-foprth 
of a grain to come up to the English standard of fineness, which differs cof- 
siderably from the Indian standard of the rupee. English munufactures other 
than plain ware are submitted for the assay mark in the rough state, rnd before 
they are finished, to avoid the defacing operation of assaying aud marking; but 
this is manifestly impossible in the case of Indian manufactures. The beauti- 
ful silver work of Cashmere, Guzerat, Cutch, the Punjab, and Southern India, 
is therefore kept entirely out of the English market. by these prohibitive and 
protective datigs, to the manifest disadvantage of the English purchaser as well 
as to the detriment of the Indian manufacturer. 


6. One of the greatest evils of the present Hall-marking system in Eng- 
land is the destruction of the work if the silver is found to be only a quarter 
of & grain under the specific standard; in such cases the articles are entirely 
broken up and rendered fit only for the melting pot. So small a deviation 
from the English standard can make no real difference it, the intrinsic value 
of silver ware to the purchaser, since it represents-the value of only about the 
eighth of a farthing per ounce. Much of the highly-vhased and elaborate 
work of the Indian silversmith cannot be made in soft pure silver, as the metal 
requires to be alloyed to a certain degree of hardness to enable it to Le worked 
up to perfettion. 








7. The complicated and elaborate system of working this tax in England 
also operates unfavourably in many ways for the English manufacturers and 
exporters of silver goods. A firm in Calcutta recently had an elaborate and 
artistic piece of mechanical silver work made in London to order, the drawback 
for which for export amounted to £20; they were obliged, however, to forego 
this considerable sum becauso the English Custom House refused to allow 
the drawback unless the work*was taken to pieces and the silver weighed, for 
the purpose of the drawback, separately from the other parts, and as the 
article was from the nature of its construction an extremely difficult piece 
of,work, and could not be undone and put together again without much delay, 
the firm were obliged unjustly to suffer the loss. 


8. The Committee annex a puper from the “Jeweller, and Metal-worker” 
on the tax on silver plate, which gives some interesting information on tho 
matter (see Appendix ©). 

9. The Committee think that they have now said enough to show the 
reat importance of this subject to the Public and the Government of India as 
well as to the Indian manufacturer of silver goods. It has also an important 
bearing on the gencral question of a larger consumption of silver, and the 
eonsequent amelioration of its present reduced value, and above all on the pos- 
sible development of « considerable trade in silver manufactures with England. 

- The Committee wouid therefore respectfully urge on the Government the desir- 
ability of bringing the subject prominently to tho notice of the British Gov- 
ernment, With a view to the speedy repeal of this most restrictive and impoli- 
tic tax, and the amendment of the laws applying to the system of Hall- 
marking to the extent of rendering the application of that system non-com- 


pulsory.

» ©8, That your petitioners are convinced that the duty of 1s. 6d. an oynce, 
which amounts, ot the present price of silver, to a tax of 83 1-8 per cent. 
upon the value of the raw material, materially assists in limiting the demand 
for artistic productions. " 


4. That your potitioners aro further convinved that the duty, coupled 
with the laws relating to the system of compulsory Hall-marking, limits the 
number of manufacturers, inasmuch as the hindrances to trade are such a8 
prevent “outsiders” from engaging in the business, although tnere is nothing 
in silver, as distinguished from other metals, offering difficulties to the 
amateur, ® 


5. That your petitioners have great reason to believe that if tho duty 
were abolished, and if Hall-marking were rendered a voluntary institution 
under a system mere in accordance with the practice of modern trade, an 
important developinent of the art of the silversmith might confident!y be 
expected in the United Kingdom. 


6. That the laws relating to tho gold and silver trades havo lately been 
under the consideration of a Sclect Vommittee of your honourable” House, 
and that, with a single dissentient the duties have been condemned, the 
report recommending their abolition “ whenever the state of the revenue shall 
permit.” 


7. That although tke Select Committee, by a majority of one, recommend- 
ed that Hall-marking should remain as at present—a compulsory pro- 
ceeding—your petitioners humbly submit that the balance of evidence brought 
before honourable members was strongly in favour of a voluntary system of 
Hall-marking. 


8. The freedom of trade being an cstablished principle in the caso of all 
other kindred trades, a primé facie case was presented by several of thé 
witnesses in favour of an extension of those principles to the gold and.silver 
trades. 


9, That artists have a direct interest in freedom of trade which, as it 
affects the demand for commodities, opens out new fields for their employment, 
encouraging them to study at home and abroad, with a view to the cultivation 
of their taste and the acquirement of knowledge of the respective manufac- 
tures, 


10. That. art would suggest that the quality of the material is of but little 
importance as compared with the artistic design and execution of manufactures, 


And your petitioners thorefore humbly pray that your honourable, House, 
taking all these facts into consideration, will “as soon as the state of the reve- 
nue shall permit,” give effect to the recommendation of the Select Committee, 
by abolishing the duties upon gold and silver plate, and that the laws relating 
to the gold and silver trades may all be abolished, and that a new Act may be 
passed providing for a voluntary system of Hall-marking easily accessible to 
manufacturers and dealers throughout the United Kingdom. « ‘ 


And your petitioners, as in duty bound, will ever pray.

APPENDIX B. . 


At a meeting of “The Goldsmiths’ and Silversmiths’ Free Trade Associa- 
tion” held September 10th at the Office of the Assqciation, 12, Pall-Mail Hast, 
Mr. Edward J. Watherston presiding, it was unanimously resolved—(1) “That 
the question of the depreciation in the price of silver and, the fall in the value of 
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. the Indian rugee demands the early attention of Her+Majesty’s Government ; 
that, in order to restore its market valuc, Mi is desirable that no hindrances to 
its use for manufacturing should be permitted any longer to prevail; that the 
duty of 1s. 6d. per ounce upon manufactured plate, and the lays relating to the 
system of compulsory Hall-marking, in addition to being unjust and subversive of 
the principles of modern commercial legislation, are in the highest degree impo- 
litic, as inviting the consumption of a raw materini the value of which for cur- 
rency purposes it is essential should be maintained.” (2) “That a copy of the 
foregoing Resolution be forwarded to Her Majesty’s Ministers.” 


APPENDIX 0. 

A tax ‘upon silver plate was first originated in the year 1719, to assist in 
the reduction of the National Debt, which had become considerably enlarged 
by the cost of the Spanish War, and it was thought to reduce those costs prin- 
cipally hy taxing the British silversmiths’ industry. This tax, by the mode in 
which it was made to apply to the trade, soon proved very dopressive to it ; 
even at that time, for in 1758 it was repealed, the main cause being ‘ for the 
encouragement of trade” 1t, however, was soon again impsed, namely, 1784, 
this time to pay for the American War. The tax: was soon afterwards increas- 
ed, and again,in the ycars 1804 and 1816, and all for war purposes. The 
French War, which occurred at the last-named period, having cost £601,500,343, 
an enowmous addition to the National Debi. To the makers of heavy silver 
goods payiifg duty, its retention may prove a source of profit, by the charging 
of the purchasing pablig the full duty of 1s. 6d. per cunce upon all their 
purchases, and pocketing the allowance usual for drawback. Therefore we 
may expect a few, and very uaturally too, exclaiming in favour of things 
remaining as they are. 

We have said to manufacturers of special gnd heavy goods doubtless a pro- 
fil may be made of some magnitude whero a considerable trade is annually 
conducted out of the tax. But why should the few profit by it to the injury 
of the many ? The makers of light an/ foney goods—which have fo ipay tho 
tax—cannot possibly make any such profit by the means just indicated, The 
time occupied in finishing the work—which is much more defaced in marking 
than the heavy and solid—by the workman after the process of compulsory 
Frall-marking roore than absorbing the value of the drawback allowed, and 
instead of a gain there is an actvad Joss, Assuming, then, that the duty tax 
is a net gain toa few manufacturers, it is a diadvantage and a drawback to 
a great many others, who would like to see its entire wbolition, acting ay it 
does injuriously to them, not only pecuniarily, but also in other ways. Firstly, 
hecause it so enhances the selling price of an articlo as to almost turbid its 
sale. The fact is .cadily enough shown by taking any small article of jewel 
lery, and comparing it with one of the same weight and design of execution 
that has paid duty on the manufacture. We have simply to point out that 
the former, while equal to the latter in every way, can he purchased ut from 20 
to 40 per cent. less, ac unusually large margin of difference in the cost of an 
article, when contending with dull times, such as have heen expericnced in the 
jewellery tiades for a very considerable period now. Secondly, because the 
retention of the duty tax for the advantage of the comparatively few, as 

inst the interests of great numbers, is really and absolutely bad in princi- 
ple; it fosters,a tax upon knowledge; it inflicts an injustice upon the precious 
metal trades by hayassing its members ; it crushes skilled enterprise in the pro- 
duction of artistic work; in the manufacture of plate—which is now the 
principal work taxed—vspecially it heeps old patterns and designs in the 
market which are best able to stand the cumbersome system yf marking now 
in operation at the assay halls, to the exclusion of the moro showy and thate~ 
fully designed work. Swch obstacles to the gold and silver plate tradedis- 
eourage a taste for design, as well 4s business enterprise, by having a tendency 
to ke the demand for such articles, and so cause manufacturers’ stocks to 
. ‘Btove but slowly through there being too much sameness of design, and which 
our pres system of compulsory Hall-marking every article of plate—as well 

; . 
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as some other—has every tendency to encourage. The system of compulsory 
Hall-marking in England, to which all duty-paying articles are subjected, 
being so crude and distinctive in its application, that it has ina manner prevent- 
ed the production of designs in conformity with the times, as regards style and 
taste; it has, therefore, as if were, hampered the English silver trades, and 
promoted the advancement of foreign trade in place of our own, A very 
good argument in support vf this testimony is to be raised by the gradual de- 
crease in the number of ounces upon which duty has of late years beon paid, 
and of drawback allowed for exportation. ‘Tho statisties show a remarkable 
and continuous diminution in the weight of silver on which duty has been 
paid. 

During the period of the five years between 1855-59, the decrease was 
192,500ozs., being 991,3600zs. in the former year and 801,880o0zs. im the latter, 
and the weight on which the drawback was allowed trom 156,4400zs. to 
116,146ozs., a decrcase of 40,294048. And during the period of five years from 
1875-79 the decrease was 140,1520zs., being $80,4930z3., on which duty was 
paid in the former year, and 740,2390zs. in 1879. In the same period” the 
weight on which the drawback was allowed decreased 35,0590zs., from 
120,2800zs. to 85,121ozs. And last year the weight on which the duty was paid 
still showed a further decrease of 101,6190zs. from the former year, the amount 
being 638,6200zs ‘These figures show a rapidly increasing decline in both the 
manufacture and exports of silver plate, and itis more than obvious that this 
decline must still continue year by year as time rolls on, unless the-existing 
restrictions are removed. vi 


As a further proof of the injury this unjust tax does the silver trade, we 
may mention the enormous increase in the manufacture of silver chains, lockets, 
and bracelets, since the duty was removed about two years ago. Before the 
duty was taken off these articles, there was no demand, and the manufacture 
was avoided, the call being tor articles not Efall-marked, which of course meant 
the evasion of the duty, and not an objection to Hall-marked work, but pur- 
chasers preferred the risk of having a little inferibr metal in their wares to pay- 
ing so much above the nominal value of the metal they were purchasing in the 
shape of a heavy tax. Now the duty has been wisely taken off theso articles, 
an enormous demand has sprung up for them with the J1all-mark upon them, 
clearly showing that it was the duty alone that proved such a source of 
hindrance to their former manufacture, by the considerably enhanced frice it 
caused to he put upon the work, subject to its restrictions. 3

T have the honour, by the direction of the Committee of the Madras Trade 
Association, to address Your Excellency with reference to the serious disadvan- 
tages which operate aguiust the importation mto England of Indian silver plate, 
and which, under the existing English law and procedure, virlually amount 
to prohibition. « 

2. In the hope that it will please Your Excellency to take such steps as 
may be deemed desirable towards bringing prominently before the Secretary of 
State for India the anomalous position in which the silver industries of India 
aro placed with regard to importation into England, the Asgoziation beg leave 
to offer the following explanatory observations. 


3. In the first instance, all silver plate taken into England, whether as 
private property or intended for sale, is charged at the Customs with a duty of 
eighteer. pence per ounce. It is scarcely uccessary to say that this duty 
operates as a serious discouragement to the cevelopment of any silver industry ; 
it has been well said that “it is subversive of tho principles of modern fiscal 
legislation, obstructive to art progress, an, insurmountable obrtaclé to 
technical education in its application to silversmith’s work ;” and, if this be 
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true as to levying an invidious duty in England, it is equally true in its effects 
upon the silvef industries of India. . ‘ 


4, Notwithstanding the levy of this burdensome and obstructive duty, 
the curious anomaly exists that, oven after the Eaglsh Government receive 
that duty, they forbid the goody being dealt in, excepting under conditions 
which amount practically, ay concerns the Indian produge, to prohibition 
of sale in England, 


5 Undgr laws dating back more than 500 years, the gold and silyersmiths 
of London were empowered to furnish those who manufuctured silver below a 
certain standard, and in the present day the © Hall” authorities, against whom 
there is no remedy and no appeal, wield with absolute despotism the extra- 
ordinary pdwets conferred upon them in the middle ages. 


6. The law is that all silver plate, but not jewellery, shall be ef a certain 
standard of fineness and then ‘ Hallmarked”? under a penalty of €10 and 
confiscation If the manufactured plate, under any circumstances, be found 
below the English standard, if is at once mercilessly “smashed and battered” 
as if it containcd or embodicd the plague or some other Lel] disease 


7., But even if the Indian manufacturer haye complied with the law, if he 
has specially ‘obtained English standard silyer—-the rupee 1s considerably below 
that standard—and has paid eighteen pence per ounce, he is met with a further 
difficulty ai) an insurmountable objection. The silver plate must, before 
marking, be “sciaped and assayed,” and this process is performed sv clumsily 
and ruthlessly that the English manufacturer finds it necessary to take back 
his goods to the workshop io he repaired and “done up;” he, therfore, sends 
his wares to the Hall in an untinished state before being polished or burnished. 


8. It is obvious that this course is nof open to the Indian manutacturer 
(execpt at prohibitive cost), who must be content to ran the risk of seeing his 
Jinished goods * mauled,” tnd in some instances injured beyond recovery. 


9. This simple statement of the difficulties which attend the importation 
of Indian silver plate into England appear to the Trades’ Association to present 
“strong grounds for an urgent representation to the Home Authorities for the 
removal of an impvlitie and invidious duty. The Association are of opinion 
fhat tho recent large-minded abolition of duties in India on English manu- 
factures might well he followed by the mother country, in promptly and 
completely abolishing the silver duties, or at leasi in sweepmg away the absurd 
and anomalous privileges so successtully exercised by the Hall authorities, 
manifestly to the protection of the English silver trade interest, but banefully 
injurious to the production of Indian art and industry.

On the 17th March 1882, we telegraphed to Your Lordship’s predecessor 
in the following terms :— 


“We desire very earnestly to press upon Her Majesty’s Goverument heimportance of 
repealing the «ilver duty this yeur if possible. We bolieve that this would be a very gracious 
acl nt a time when we have repealed our custom duties; it would give much eatjsfaction to 
the public here, and would be highly politic.” 


2. Ina Despatch No. 137 of May 4th, 1882, Lord Hartington made ‘the 
following remarks:— 


“T caused the substance of your telegrim of the 17th of March last, relative to the ie- 
portance of repealing ‘the silver duty, to be communicated to the Lords Commissioners of 
Her Majesty’s Treasury. The Chnncellor of the Exchequer, in bis Financial Statement, deh- 
vered in Parliament on the 24th of April, remarked that he is not prepared to make any pro- 
posnts for the repeal of the duty at the present time, althongh he recognised that thore were 
two reasons which recommended its abolition, the first and special one being the stvong opinion 
expressed by Your Goveroment in favour of its carly removal, and the second the embarrass 
meut to the market and hindraace to trade caused by its maintenance.” 





38. The Madras Government have forwarded to us a copy of their Revenue 

despatch of January 9th, 1883, in which they submit to Your Lordship a mo- 
morial from the Madras Trades’ Association, pointing out the difficulties which 
the importer of silver plate into England has to encounter. ‘‘ We believe’, the 
Madras Government add— , 
* that these difficultios have not been in any degree exaggerated, and we trust that Her 
Majesty’s Government will consider whether their removal is not possible. As nratiers stand 
at present, the English market is closed to plute of Indian manufacture, and one of those in- 
dustries for which’ there is in this Presidency undoubted aptitude, and which it is our spedial

4. We have now the honour to forward a representation from the Caleutta 
Trades’ Association on the same subject. 


5. Whether we consider this question from the point of view of the Eng- 
lish consumers or from that of the foreign importers of silver, the desirability 
of abolishing the present duty, if the adoption of such a course be possible, is 
so obvious that we necd not dwell on the subject at any length. Mr. Glad- 
stone, in the speech of which an extract is given in paragraph 8 of the memo- 
rial from the Caleutta Trades’ Association, Hated that “the reasonsin favour of 
the alteration of the duty” were “very weighty.’” We venture to think, 
however, that there arc two considerations in connection with this subject which 
render the repeal of this duty specially desirable. The first of these «considera- 
tions is that, inasmuch as the system under which the duty is at present levied * 
places the English silversmith at an advantage compared to his foreign compe- 
titor, it is not in harmony with the general policy of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment in such matters. ‘The second is that the repeal of the duty; whilst con.« 
ferring a benefit on the English consumers of silver, will alsv act, beneficially 
on the general financial position of the Government of India, 


6. As ieee the first of these two points, we think there can be no doubt 
that, under the existing system, the English silversmith is to a certain extent- 
protected against foreign competition. If the fineness‘of the imported articles 
is inferior in however slight a degree to the English standard of fineness, w 

differs considerably from the Indian standard of the rupee, not only is the sale 
of the articles in England prohibited, but they are Hable to be broken up and 


« 
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thus rendered valueless as works of art. It may be said that Indian silver- 
smiths should only manufacture articles for export of the reguircd fineness. 
But this is not in all cascs possible. The Calcutta Trades’ Association points 
out tltat— A . 
much of the highly-chased and, elaborate work of the Indian silversmith cannot be made in 
soft pure silver, av the metal requires to be alloyed to a certain degree of hardness to enable it 
to he worked up to perfection.” 














Again, many of the articles manufactured in India are of very delicate 
workmanship which cannot, when they have once been iinished, be assayed 
and hall-marked without being injured. On this subject the Calcutta ‘Trades’ 
Association say that—

rongh state,*and belore they are fimshed, to avon the detacmg operatons of assaying aud 
marking, hut this is manifesily impossible iw the ese of Indian manutaetures,” 








7. Turning to ihe second point mentioned above, namely, the extent to 
which the repeal of the duty would act beneficially on the general financial 
position of the Government of India, we need harglly point*out that any mca- 
sure tending to increase Indian exports and draw some pertion of the popula- 
tion, however Small, away from agriculture to manufactures, would, in any 
case, be, very desirable. ‘To these general considerations may, howover, be 
added the atgument that, in view of the large sterling payments to be made 
annually in England by the Government of India, it is especially to be desired 
in {ndian interests that aty duty tending to obstruct the consumption of silver 
in the form of plate, &., should no longer be levied. s 





8. To these considerations we may perhaps add another which is of a poli- 
tical rather than a purely fiscal nature. It cannot be doubted that the recent 
abolition of the import dutics, although highly beneficial to India, has been 
regarded by a considerable section of the Indian community us having been 
dictated in the interests of England. By those who hold such views it is urged 
that, after the large sacrifices India has made to give complete freedom to 
teade, it is not unreasonable to expect that a small fiscal reform of this nature, 
which would benefit India, should be made by Her Majesty’s Government in 
England. Apart from the ‘purely fiscal aspects of the question, we venture to 
think it would be desirable, on political grounds, to remove this grievance. 


9. For these reasons we beg strongly to support tlic request of the Trades* 
‘Associations of Culeutta and Madras, Wo trust that it will be found possible 
to abolish the silver duty in connection with the financial arrangements of the 
year 1883-84. 


10. As regards the question of drawbacks, which we understand consti- 
tuted a consideradle difficulty when the matter was under consideration a year 
ago, we may perhups be allowed to mention that in all the customs reforms 
carried gut in India, no drawback has ever been allowed, although we have 
received fraquent representations from individuals to the effect that, by reason 
‘of certain fiscal changes, a pecuniary loss has been entailed upon them.

T am at the same time to point out that the finhncial equilibrium of the 
Budget must bea primary consideration with the Imperial Government, and 
that the question a‘ issuc in this casc is complicated by tho large amount of 
drawback for which a claim was put forward. 


My Lords fear that they cannot hold out strong hopes of compliance with 
the wishes of the Indian Government, even in more favourable circumstances 
than now exist, until the trade are prepared to propose or accept such an 
arrangement in respect to drawback as Her Majesty’s Government can recom- 
mend to Parliament, 


My Lords have communicated to the Board of Trade and the Goldsmiths’ 
Company the paper on Hall-marking received by Lord Kimberley from the 
Governor of Madras, and have requested to be favoured with the views both of 
the Company and of their Lordships of the Board of Trade upon the grievance 
therein stated. 


My Lords desire to judge the whole question on its own merits, and they 
therefore will only note the difference, of which the Secretary of State in Council 
is doubtless awarc, between the cotton duties imposed until recently in India 
and the gold and silver plate duty. The formor were purely and avowedly pro- 
tective, but the latter is not so, the Customs duty on gold arfd silver plate being 
only framed to countervail the excise duty imposed upon the home manufac- 
ture.

bracks bave ever been allowed in that country in cases ef oustoma reforms, not- 
withstanding frequent representations of pecuniary loss entailed. { 
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I am directed to add that Lord Kimberley is unwillingly to pass over 
without notico the statement, which appears to His Lordship inaccurate, at 
the close of your letter that the Indian cotton duties were “purcly and syow- 
edly protective.” These duties, I am to remind you, were originally im 
purely for fiscul purposes, and at a time when no Indian mafufactures existed 
which they could operate to protect; they were subsequently moditied at 
different times in order to removo the protection which it was found that thoy 
were alleged to afford to certain classes of Indian-made goods ; and they have 
recently been entirely abolished, in common with impert dutics upon many 
other articles.

My Lords” (xe, the Lords Commusioneis of Her Mijeaty’s Treasury) desire to judge 
the whole q&etiou on its own merits, and they therefure will only note the dilferer ce, of which 
the Secretary of State im Councilis doubtless aware, between the cotton dures imposed until 
recently im India and the tyold and silver plate duty, The former were purely aud avowedly 
protective, hnt the latter is not av, the customs duty on gold and silver plate being only trumed 
to countervail the excise duty imposed upon the Hume manufacture.” 

8. In Sir Louis Mallet’s lettcr of May 9th, 1883, which forms tho third 

enclosure of the Despatch under reply, Your Lordship has pointed out, in terms 
in which we entirely agree, the inaccuracy of the statement which we have 
quoted above. Not only is iv inaccurate to say that the Indian cotton duties 
were “ avowedly protective,” for, as is remarked in Sir Louis Mallet’s letter, 
“these duties were originally imposed purely for fisoal purposes,” but, as a 
ematter of fact, the greater portion of the Indian cotton dutics never acted pro- 
tectively at all. The protective element was entircly eliminated from tho 
Tndian Tariff, so faras the votton duties were concerned, on March 18th, 1879, 
when allcotton goods containing no yarn of a higher number than 380s were 
exempted from duty. The duties which were abolished in March 1882 did not 
act protectively. On this subject we beg to draw You: Lordship’s attention to 
paragraphs 82-86 of the Financial Statement for 1853-84, which aro to the 
following effect :— 

“The twist which is imported from Europe does not compete with Indian twist, For yeara 
past the great bulk of the twist imported has been of counts much lngher than any that can 
as yet be made m the Indian mulls, which limit themselves to the production of twist of counts 
not exceeding 82 (mule) aud 20 (water). All such kinds of English twist were freed from 
duty in March 1878, ; 

“OF the grey picce-geods imported, those classes which compete with Indin-made goods 
were algo exempted from duty in March 1879. 

« White pieoe-goods are hardly produced at all as yet in India, except experimentally in 
one or two of the Bombay mills, As I have already mentioned, there has ben a largo decline 
in the imports of this class of goods 

« Tho piece-goods classed as * other sorte’ are not made in India, 

« The rogmission of the Customs duties last year did not, therefore, in any way affect 
‘Indian mills, which have had to work without the protection of 3% per cent. on twist since 
March 1878, and 5 per cent. on grey piece-goods of counts below 80s since March 1879. As 
was pointed out in the Financial Statement of last year (paragraphs 210 and 211), the duty 
avhioh was abolisbed last March really protected one class of Manchester goods against another, 
and even to some slight extunt protected English goods against those mayufgctured im India, 
‘The duty forced trade into an, artificial channel by stimulating the consumption of the coarser 
‘kinds of goods and discouraging the use of medium and fiusr classes to the oxtentof & differ. 
ential rate of 5 per cent.” 

4 ¥f the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury aro still under 
~any nilespprebension on this point, we think it would be very desirable that 
agheic atfention should, be again drawn to it. There can, in our opinion, 
‘pb no cbmparison whatsoever between the Indian cotton duties, as they existed 
qembsequent to March 18th, 1879, and the gold ‘and silver plate duties jn 
‘ id whish, as we remarked in the 6th paragraph of our Despatch of 2ard ¢ 


. 
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January 1883, protect the English silversmith to a certain extent against 
foreign competition. 

5, As regards the question of drawbacks, we would again draw attention 
to the point to which allusion 1s made in the 10th paragraph of our Despatch 
No. 26 of January 23rd, 1883, and in Sir Louis Mallet’s letter to the Secretary 
to the Treasury of May 9th, 1888. No drawbacks shave ever becn allowed in 
India in the case of customs reforms, notwithstanding the frequent reprosent- 
ations of pecuniary loss entailed upon individuals by reason of these 
reforms. ; 

6. It was with groat regret that we learned that Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment were not only unabie to abolish the gold and gilver plate duties imme- 
diately, but that the Lords Commissioners of Mer Majesty's Treasury could 
not “hold out strong hopes of compliance with the wishes of the Indian 
Government, even in more favourable circumstances than now exist, uatil 
the traders are prepared to propose or accept such an arrangement in respect 
to drawbacks as Her Majesty’s Government can recommend to Parliament.” 
We are, of course, aware, in the words of Mr. Courtney’s letter of March 13th, 
1883, that “the financial equilibrium of the Budget must be a Primary con- 
sideration with the Imperial Government ;" but we venture to hope that, in 
view of the smallncss of the amount of revenue involved, it will be possible at 
some carly date to preserve fiscal equilibrium without the maintenance of these 
highly objectionable duties; whilst we cannot but consider that the payment 
of drawbacks should not be allowed to stand in the way of their abolition. 
Under these, circumstances, we would again press the matter upon the con- 
sideration of Her Majesty’s Government.

«REPORTS ON THE STATE OF THE SEASONS AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR 
‘ THE WEEK ENDING THE lith DECEMBER 1883. 


Genunat Remauxe,—There has been slight rain in three districts of the Madras Presideney, where 
the standing crops are good. In the Bombay Presidency some injury has been caused jn one district 
by past excessive sain and in two others by blight, but on the whole the radi cunps promise well. 

In the Berare and Hyderabad eotton-picking is in progress, and the rabi crops are satislactory. 
In” Central India and Rajputana prospects continue good, but rain is much wanted in one of the 
Rajputana States, and grass is scarce. 

In the Punjab radi sowings ure still goiug on, and prospects are faviarable. Rain is generally 
needed in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh for the radi oropa, but those on irrigated lands are 
doing well. In the Central Provinces the crops are generally promising, though some injury has 
cocurred from frost. 

Rain has fallen throughout the greater part of Bengal and Assam, the heaviest falls Weing rpported 
from Chittagong and Cachar. It has greatly benefited the rads crops in Bengal which were very 
backward. Moro rain is neoded in western disiricts, particularly in the Patna Division where none 
fell. Harvesting of tice is in progress, aud, except in Eastern Bengal, and Orissa, the yield will prob 
ably be very poor. } 

An unusually heavy fall of rain occurred in Akyab, and rain has also fallen in three other districts 
of British Burma, ‘The rice crop which is now being reaped has suffered'from salt water, floods and 
other causes, but the outturn on the whole is expected to be good.

BENGAL REGULATION XIX OF 18lu REPEAL BILL 


The Hon'ble Mr. Inperv moved for leave to introduce a Bull to repeal 
Bengal Regulation XIX of 1510 within the territories administered hy the 
Licutenant Governor of the North-Western Provine Ue said :-— 

“The object of this Bill, which has been prepared on the recommendation 

. of the Loval Government, is to repeal Bengal Regulation XLX of 1810 (for the 

due appropriation of the rents and produce of laude granted for the aupport * 
of mosques, Hindéi winples, colleges, aud other prrposes ; for the maintenanae 
and repair of bridges, sardis, kattras, and other public bucldings; and for the 
quatody atd disposal of nasil property or escheats) within the territories admin- 
istered by the Licutenant-Governor of the North-Western Provinces. So far 
as the Regulation vests tne superintendence of sardfs in the Board of Revenue, 

+ * it isat variance with the existing practice, as sardis are now managed in the 
North-Western Pyovinces entirely by the executive authoritics under the imme- 
diate orders of the Government, and the Loca’ Government reports that the 
other provisions of the Regulation, which provide for the management of lands oe 

ranted a8 charitable and educational endowments and the superintendence of

si ‘ BURMA COURTS BILL. 


Tho Non’ble Mx. 1:eerr also moved for leave to introduce a Bill to amend 
the Burma Courts Act, 1573. Ie said :-— ‘ 


“The object of this Bill is to make certain amendments in the Burma 
Courts Act, 1575 (XVII of 1575), which experience has shown to be re- 
quired. ee 

“In the Act as it at present stands, the presiding officers of the Courts of 
the lowest grades are termed Extra Assistant Commissioners of the 1s. 2nc and 
8rd class respectively. In 1882, the Subordinate Exccutive and Judicial Service 
in British Burma was reorganized, and the designations of the serviee were 
changed. Tie term Extra Assistant Commissioner was restricted to Extra As- 
sistant Commissioners of the Ist and 2nd classes under the old system; and 
Extra Assistant Cotnmissioners of the 8rd class were styled Myo-6ks. The re- 
sult is that the present « ations of the Subordinate Judicial Officers.do not 
correspond with the designations given to the Subordinate Civil Courts by the 
Act. ‘This difficulty has hitherto been ignored. Now, however, the Judicial 
Commissioner, Mr. Jardine, is of opinion that, as the law siands, the nomencla- 
ture used in the Courts Act should be adhered to as regards all officers of tho 
Subordinate Judicial Service appointed to preside in Civil Courts. LHe advises 
the Chief Commissioner that questions of jurisdiction may arise and may cause 
inconvenience and loss to suitors ; and he reports that a case of the kind has 
already occurred, ‘This being the view taken by the Judge of the highest Ap- 
pellate Court, the Chief Commissioner has addressed the Government of India 
on the subject. He wishes that all doubt on the point should be removed by 
substituting the words * Extra Assistant Commissioner’ for the words ‘Extra 
Assistant Commissioner of the 1st and 2nd class,’ and the word ‘ Myo-0k’ for 
the words ‘Extra Assistant Commissioner of the 3rd class,’ wherever they 
occur in the Courts Act. With this view section 3 of the Bill has been drafted s 
Tt gives the amendments made by the section retrospective effect from the Ist 
April, 1882, the date of the reorganization of the Subordinate Service, 




















“Purther difficulties have also arisen from the provisions of sections 8 and 
9 of the Act. Under recent orders, the Chief Commissioner has power to create 
additional Myo-dhships; but, in consequence of the provisions of section 8 of 
the Act, additional Myo Oks appointed by the Chicf Commissioner can do no 
civil work unless the sanction of the Government of India is first obtained to 
the creation of an additional Civil Court. Again, the duties performed by 





xtra Assistant Commissioners and those performed hy Myo-6ks are practically Fas 
of the same description. he exigencies of the public service often render 





uccessary the appointment of a Myo-Ok to suececd an Extra Assistant Commis- 

sioner or of an Extra Assistant Commissioner to succeed a Myo Ok in the 

charge of a township; and the result is that an officer who should preside in 

n Court of grade (a) is appointed to preside in a Court which has hitherto been’ 

a Court of grade (4), ov vce cersd.

to hear certgin,civil xppeals which would ordinarily he heard by the Deputy 
Commissioner. The former section empowers the Chie Commissioner to transler 
to Commissioners of Divisions all or any part of the appellate jumsdiction exercis- 
able undef the Act by Deputy Commissioners. Li seems desirable to provide 
this, second ond additional mode of affording the proposed relief to Deputy 
Commissioners, as il is possible that the result of transferring civil appellate 
work fron the Deputy Commissioncr to the Assistant Commissioner may not 
always prove satisfactory. : . 

“Lastly, ynder section 38 of the Act, the Chief Commissioner is only 
empowered to eppoint and remove the presiding officers of the Court of the 
Extra Agsistant Commissioner of the 8rd clasy (now styled the Myo-dk). The 
presiding oMicers cf all the other Courts under the Act must be appointed by 
the Governor General in Council, These provisions have been found to cause 
practical inconvenience, and the Government of India sec no reason why the 
Chicf Commissioner should not hove, in regard to civil jurisdiction, like powers 
to those which the Criminal Procedie Code gives him in regad to criminal 
jurisdiction. Accordingly, section 9 of the Bill amends scetion 38 of the Act 
and confers powcr on the Chief Conmissioner to appoint and remove the presid- 
ing officers of all the Courts mentioned in section 6 of the Act with the 
exception of the Court of the Judicial Commissioner; the power to appoint 
the presiding officer of that Court being reserved to the Governor Genoral in

observed that complaints haye been made in many quarters of the silence of 
the Government during the last two months upon the question to which I am 
about to refer, and that it has been said that they ought, before this, to have 











given some caplanation to the public of the steps which they had been taking 
in regard to this matter. I, and 1 am sure all my colleagues, greatly regret 
that it should have been thought by any one that the Government of India 
have in any respect acted with a want of consideration for the feelings of the 
opponents of this measure, or with any want of courtesy to those: who have 
addressed representations to the Government upon the subject. I can truly 
say that nothing could be further from our intention than any such want of 
courtesy or of consideration, and 1 hope [ may be pardoned for saying that 
nothing could be further from my*personal character and disposition than to 
treat those who are opposed to me on any public measure with any want of 
consideration or courtesy. 


“The statement which I am now about to make will show, as it scems to 
me, conclusively, that this is the ease in regard to the complaint of ‘which I 
have just spoken, because that statement will establish clearly that the Govern- 
ment were not, until within the last few days, in a position to make any publie 
declavation whatever on any part of their proceedings in reference to this 
matter. And even now what Lhave to say may be looked upon as somewhat 
prematiwre, and must, in some respects, be incomplete, bocause in the absence 
of two important members of the Executive Council, wha have not yet arrived 
jn Caleutta,—Uis Excellency the Commander-in-Chief and General Wilson, 
without whose presenc ious matters connected with the measure itself, and 
the mode of proceeding in iegard to it, ought not to be determined by the 
Goyernment,—L am not yet, on some points, ina position to say more than that 
these points have still to be considered by the Executive Council. But, neyer- 
theless, under the circumstances to which I have adverted, 1 have thought it 
right not to delay to state to this Council, at its first meeting here in Calcutta, 
what has been the action of the Government in regard to this Bill since the 
conclusion of the sittings of the Legislative Council in this city last March. 
But as there is no question before the Council at this moment, and as, there- 
fore, this is not the occasion for discussion, I feel bound to abstain from any- 
thing like controversy or even argument, and to confine myself for the present. 
us much as possible to a bare statement of facts. 

“11 will he in the recollection of all the members of this Council that the 
last step which was taken with respect to this Bill, on the 9th of March last, 
sto order that it should he referred, in the usual manner, to the Local 
rnments for their consideration and report, That refereuce was duly 
made, and in course of timc the opinions of the Local Governments began to 
come in.

The next step, in the ordinary course of 
business, will be the reference of the Bill to a+Select Committee, who will 
consider the Bill and any amendments which may be proposed in it, and duc 
notice will of be given to hon’ble members of this Council before any 
motion to refer the Bill to a Sclect Committee is brought before them. ak 


“Such is the statement which I desire to make as to the action of the 
Government of India in respect, to this Bill since March last. It shows clearly, 
as it scems tome, that, until last Saturday, when the despatch from the 
Scerctary of State reached Caleutta, the Government here was not in a position 
to make any public declaration on tho subject. The question was ono which 
was originally referred to the Secretary of State, and the proposed proceedings 
of the Government of India received his sanetion. It was one which, from 
the circumstances of the case, could uot be dealt with by the Government of 
India, exccpt in consultation with Her Majesty’s Government; and one of the 
points, that relating to the proposal to postpone the Bill until after the meet- 
ing of Parliament, was wholly within the province uf Ter Majesty’s Govern- 
ment at home, and could only be decided by them. Until, therefore, we were 
in possession of the views of Her Majesty’s Government, we were, débarred 
altogether from saying anything in public on the subject. I have, however, 
seen it said that, when Her Majesty’s Government at home determined on the 
course which they were going to take, and the answer which they proposed 
to send, that course inight have been communicated to the Gqvernment of 
India by telegram, and that, after having received that tclegtam, the Govern. 
ment of India might have made a statemont to the public. Now, it appears 
to me, first, that it would have been inconsistent with ordinary practice, and 
with othotel propriety, to make a public statement of this kind upon a telegram 
unless Her Matjesty’s Government had directed that we should do so. Buty 
further "than that, I cannot think it would have been“at all safe for the Gov- 

-ernment of India to have made any such statement upon a telegraphic com- 
munication. Suppose that that had been done, and suppose that when the 
despatch camo, and had been made known to the public, it had been possible 
tu say that there was any inconsistency betwoen the statement made ypon the 
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telegraphice communication and the precise words of the despatch from the 
Sccretary ofe State. Ileave it to the members of this Council to consi- 
dae whether that would not haye produced a result very far from desir- 
able. 


“Tt seems to me that it was absolutely necessary that ‘I should be, in ‘a 
Position to do what I have dono to-day, namely, to uso the preciso language 
of the Secretary of State in explaining his views Until the words at which 
those views were expressed were in my possossion, I could not with any dis- 
eretion have spoken in public upon the subject Then I must also say that 
it appears ¢o me that the proper place to make the first public declaration 
upon any proceedings connected with a measure which 4s before this Legisla- 
tive Council is in this Leet-lative Council itself I think that member’ of 
Council might have complained perhaps, 1 1, as the President of this Council, 
had made any such statement elsewhere [am sure that most legislative 
bodies would undoubtedly have felt that in such a case some kind of slight 
had heen cast upon them, although I have such confidence in the good 
foeling ot the members of this body that 1 beheve that, i I had been 
ina position to maki such a statement, and had thought it right m the inter. 
est of the public to do so, some wechs ago, and at a time when this Council 
was not sitting, they would have overlooked qny apparéut discourtesy which 
might, have been involved in such course; and, if an opportunity had been 
afforded me, ¥ should probably not have hesitated to avail inyself of it. But, 
as I havo said before, the information was not im my possession until last 
Saturday,eand !l1is is the first public occasion on which a statement of that 
kind could have been made. 


“Twill say no mére now. The immediate occasion is not, as I have said, 
one which admits of the introduction of any controversial matter, but 1 cannot 
conclude these few remarks without repeating that those who think that I or 
my colleagues have felt a cold indillerence to the representations of those who 
are opposed to this Bull, are entirely in crvor. The silenco we have maintained 
till now has, a8 T have shown, been a necessary silence. Now that I have 
spoken, I earnestly trust that no word which has fallen from me will tend to 
add to the bitterness of the present controversy.” 


The Council adjourned to Friday, the 14th December, 1888.

-THE WEEK ENDING THE 18th DECEMBER 1883. 





Generar, Remarrs.—Rain has fallen generally over the Madras Presidency, Mysom, and Coorg. 
Slight fulls have also occurred in two districts of Assam, but none clsewheres Harvesting continues 
ip Madras, and the atanding crops promise well. In Coorg‘the ripe paddy has suffered slightly from 
the, unasual rain, which has however done good to backward erups, In Bombay cotton is attacked by 
blight in two districts, but radi prospects are generally favourable. In the Berars, Hyderabad, Central 
India, and Rajputana the prospects are also favouable, but rain ie needed Yor Yhe radi in Jnipar ang 
Ulwar. Radi aowings have been completed in the Panjab, and the crops are looking well, though rein 
is required. In the North-Western Provinces and Ou'lh prospects ase fair, bug the radi crops on 
unirrigated lands stand in need of rain, In the Central Provinces the weather is Seroccable, and 
prospects good. 

Lact week’s rain in Bengal, while Lenefiting the radi crops, has been unfavourable or rice, which, 
except in Eastern Bengal and Orissa, will yield much below the average. The radi in Behar is reported 
to be suffering much from want of rain. 

In Burma the rice ‘narvest is well advanced, and promises a good yield, though aia and floods have 
eaused some loss in several districts. 

Late heavy rains havo also mach injured the crops in the Sylhet district’ of ‘Kise, 

‘The public health is generally fair, but cholera is prevalent in parts of Madras,

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INDIAN EMIGRATION BILL. 
The Hon’ble Mr. Innerr also moved that the Report of the Select Com- 


mittce on the Bill to amend the law relating to the Emigration of Natives of 
India be taken into consideration. He said : — 








 “cophis Bill proposes to re-enact, with numcrous amendments, the existing 
Foreign Emigration Act (VII of 1871), It docs not apply to the emigration 
which takes place from one part of British India to another, whether by 
sea, as from Madras to British Burma, or by land, as from Bengal and" the 
North-Western Provinces to Assam. Emigration+by sea to British Burma was 
until recently governed by a special Act, but that Act has becn repealed by an 
Act of the present year, and that form of cmigration is now entircly frec. 
Emigration to Assam and the adjoining districts is, as the Council are aware, 
governed by Act Iof 1882. With this form of emigration we are not concerned 
at all to-day. Accordingly, we are not called upon to consider the diff. 
cult, interesting and important questions which arise in conncetion with inland 
emigration, such as the conditions and restrictions which it may be novessary 
to impose on the emigration of labourers to, or on their employment in, 
such regions as Assqm, or the mode and extent to which it may be practicable 
or desirable to regulate, to facilitate or promote that great movement of popu- 
lation from one part of the Empire to another which has, for eenturids, been 
operating, and still operates, to fill up and bring under cultivation the waste 
places of India. The present measure deals only with emigratiop te places 
outside the limits of British India, and the term ‘emigration’ is defined by 
the Bill as meaning, for the purposes of the Aet, thy departure by sea out of 
British India of a Native of India under an agreement to labour for hire in 
some country beyond the limits of India other than the Island of Ceylon or 
the Straits Settlements. It will be observed that the measure does not affect 
emigration to Ceylon or to the Straits Settlements. Ceylou may, for emigra- 
tion purposes, be dealt with as if it were part of Britixn India, and it is not 
necessary to place any special restrictions on emigration to that island. The 
Straits Settlements arc ina very similar position. The Indian emigration to 
that colony takes place, I believe, exclusively from the Madras Presidency, 
and is at present regulated by a special Act (V-of 1877) which applies only to 
that Presidency. We are now engaged in negotiations with the Govern: 
ment of the Straits Settlements, which will, I hope, before long enable us 
to repeal this Act, and to make emigration to that colony cntirely 
free. But in tho meantime, and asa temporary measure, we have thought 
it expedient to take power to extend the Act to other parts of British 
India in case it should be found necessary to regulate emigration from 
Calcutta to the Straits. I do not in the lcast anticipate that the Act will be 
found necessary, because I believe that no such cimigration takes place, or is 
likely to take place. 

«What we are concerned with. then, to-day, is the emigration which goes oa 
from India to certain Britis!) and Foreign colonies in the West Indies and else- 
where, and which is, as I have said, at present regulated by an Act of 1871. 
Proposals for amending this Aci have for many ycars been before the Government 
of India, and at last resulted in the preparation of the present Bill, which was 
introduced into this Council in the year 1881, was circulated for opinion in the 
ordinary way, and was sent to England for consideration both by the India Office 
and by the Colonial Office. A number of objections were raised bf the Agents and. 
other representatives of the colonies to various provisions of tho Bill; and the 
Government of India was asked by Her Majesty's Government to suspend legisla- 
tion until the opinions of the Colonial Governments, to whom the Bill had been 
sent, should be reccived. I mention this circumstance in order to explain whe delay 
which has taker place between the introduction of the Billand the presentation 
of the Committee’s report. The delay has not been unfruitful of good results. 
Fhe Government of India thought that it afforded an excellent opportunity for 
ascertaining by local inquiry the way in which the system of recruiting emi- 
grants is actually carried on in India, the respects in Which the present system 
Jy capable of improvement, the attitude of the people towards emigration, and 
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the possibilityof making it more popular. Accordingly, with the consent of 
the Government of the North-Western, Provinces, Major Vitcher was dirceted 
to make an inquiry in those Provinces info the points to which [ have refetred ; 
and a similar inquiry was subsequently made by Mr. Griersor in Bihiir, at the 
wish of His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. To both those ggnile- 
men—+Major Pitcher and Mr. Grierson—we are deeply indekted for thes adinir 
able reports which they have sent in. Nothing is easier in this country than to 
collect. opinions ; nothing is more difficult than to get at facts ; and itas us pic- 
turct of actual facts that these reports are so valuable, To quote the language 
of a Resolution which has beon issued on the subject in the Revenue and Agri- 
cultural Department— is 


«They showy in the cloarest hzht the obstacles in the way of emigiation, the difiicultres 
with which even the imost honest reenter has to contend, and the extent to which popular 
prejudice can be allayed, 01 1s unconseously fostered by District-ctheers OL such information 
there was nench need. On the one hand, the Wagistricy has heen repeatedly charged wath 
being hostile to emigration, on the other, gave accusations have been often Inought agamat 
fecMluters Proposals, on the one hand, have been mide to surround enngtation with additional 
precautions, and have been oljected toon the othar ay umnccesary and rumously expensive 
To artive at the acal condition of things was cxtremely dithcalt Major Psteher’s and 
Mr, Grierson’s reports have at least faciitated adeasion ‘They show that the recruiter, though 
occasionally guilty of malpactices im the excise of what 18 looked upon by a large number of 
people as*a not vwy reputable callmg, has to contend with many unnecessary difficalies 5 that he 
16 fieqnenth impedgd m mont obyetionable wayn by the polu cand the an ierhngs of the Courts 5 
that the gegistration of recite ts not unseldem pertunctorly partormed, that utimecessary 
restrictions af sometimes imposed, and that gover ily ue more fuendly atutade on the part of 
the Government as 16 rented vy its local utters would lead to better results? 














“Tn addition to thé inquiries made by these two officers, mectings were held 
in Calcutta in February, 1852, and in March last to consider the va 
gestions which had heen made for amending the emigration law. Mr. Buch, 
the Secretary of the Reyenue and Agricultural Department, presided at these 
mectings, and they were attended by the local Agents for the different colonies. 
I believe Tam right in sayingthat the proposals which we are now laying 
before the Council have, after careful examination, obteined the full approval 
of these gentlemen, as well as of the officers of the Indian Governinent who are 
charged with the care of emigrants. In fact, 1 my faitlyesay that few mea- 
Suits which have been laid before this Council have boon made the subject of 
more*mimute and carelul enquiries than the present Bil [tay essentially a 
rheasure of details, and we have every reason for hoping that the machinery 
will work smouthly and well. 

“Thave said that this is essentially a measure of details. There is, 
however, one important question of principle, which 18 discussed in the 
two reports to which I have referred, and about whieh, allhough it is 
not necessarily raised hy the Bill, it may be as well to say a few words. It 
is this. What should be the attitude of the Government of India towards 

‘emigration to foreign countries? Should they encourage if, discourage it, or 
remain neutral? Both Mr. Grierson and Major Pitcher urge in toreible 
language the expediency of the State takmg a more active part than it has 
hitherto taken in the promotion of emigration. ‘They consider that. the peopk: 
in the mare closely populated districts should be encouraged to emigrate; that 
tnformation abont the colonies should be dissemisated by Government officers ; 
and that the advantages of emigration should be taught in villago-schools. 
But Sir A. Lyay, the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-Western Provinces, 
whose opinion is gntitled to the greatest weight, not only on personal grounds 
‘but because*he ts responsible for the government. of the provinces from which 
the greatest flow of emigration takes place, is no. prepared to go as far as this. 
‘We considers that measures such as have been suggested by Major Pitcher and 
*Mr. Gri m might be misinterpreted, and he is douptful whether emigration 
would benefit India as Jargely as is implied by their recomm@ndatiogs. Ie 
would, therefore, limit action for the present to removing all obstacle& to emi- 
gration, to giving the people every facility to emigrate, and to strictly repressing 
the prejudiced opposition of the police and other Native subordinate ollicinls. 
»Fhe question whether theane policy or the other should be adopted is not 
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definitely raised by the present Bill, because it depends much lers on the way 
in which the measure is framtd than on the, way in which it is worked; and 
this is a matter which the Government of India are disposed to leave very 
much to the diseretion of the Local Government. My own opinion, I must 
confqss, coincides rather with that of Sir A, Lyall than with that of the 
advocates of a more active policy. I think our attitude towards emigration should 
he an attitude of benevolent and watchful neutrality, and that our great object 
should be to secure fair play to both parties, — ths employers on the one side, 
and the emigrants and their friends on the other,—to take care that the former 
ave not hampered by unnecessary and vexatious restrictions, or impeded by 
unrgasonable prejudices, and to protect the latter, so far as we ean, against 
being entrapped or deluded into unfair bargains or carelessly or, oppressively 
dealt with after they have left their homes. This appears, L may’ add, io have 
been the view taken by the Famine Commissioners, The present measure has 
been framed, if not in affirmation of, at least in complete accordance with, this 
policy ; and, whilst carefully providing for the protection of the emigrant, we 
have been equally careful ‘not to throw any nevdless obstacles in the way of 
his employer. 

“Tn order to explain the purpose and object. of the several provisions 
which we have introduced fnto the Bill with this view, T must say sore 
thing about the parties to the contract whieh is entered into by the person who 
emigrates within the meaning of this Act, that is to say, who’ departs by sea 
from British India under an agreement to labour for hire, andeabout the 
several stages in his progress from his home to his place of destination. The 
parties to the agreement are, of course, the employer on the one hand, 
and the emigrant or intending Jabourer on the other. But from the nature of 
the case, these two parties are not brought into immediate contact with 
cach other at the stage with which alone our Jegislation is capable of 
dealing. The employer is represented by the Emigration Agent for the 
colonies and by the recruiters acting under him; the emigrant is assisted, 
and to some extent represented, by the officers ‘of the Indian Government, 
who are specially charged with his protection against fraud, negligence or 
oppression. As to the employer's representative, it must, in the first place, 
he remembered that it is not every colony or foreign country that, ig 
permitted to receive emigrants from ‘this country. Emigration within the 
meaning of the Bill is only allowed to certain countries, of which a list will be 
found specified i ina schedule to the Bill, and to such ‘other countries as the 
Government of India may choose to add to the list. The Government may not 
make any such addition unless it is satisfied that the Government of the country 
hhas made sneh laws and other provisions as the Governor General in Council 
thinks sufficient for the protection of emigrants to the colony during their resi- 
dence there. Assuming that a colony is authorised to receive emigrants, it acts 
in this country through its Emigration Agent, who is appointed by the Govern- 
ment of the colony, bat whose appointment is made subject to thé approval 
of the Local ludian Government Under the Bill as introduced, the Local 
Government was expressly empowered to revoke the approval; but this provi- 
sion was strongly objected to by the Colonial Agents as derogatory te their 
position, and we have accordingly omitted it. Its insertion was perhalps due ta 
excess of caution, for there is no reason to fear that any difficulty will arise 
from a Colonial Government insisting on the employment of an Ageht 
whom our Governinent consider manifestly unfit to perform his duties. 

“The Emigration Agent, then, is the principal official on the one side. The 
principal officinls on the other are the Protector of Emigrants and the Medical 
Inspector of Emigrants, who are appointed by the Local Government and 
are stationed at {he principal emigration-ports. The North-Western Pro- 
vinees *Governnent proposed that, with the view of securing usiformi 
of procédure in the various registering offices whiclf are to be maintained 
ander the Act, and of exercising a gencral Supervision over recruiters, the 
Director General of Agriculture and Commerce and his assistants in, these 
provinces should be appointed Sub-Protectors of Enjgrants, We entirely con- 
cur in these proposajs, but at the same time we do not think it is necessary to 
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‘take a special provision in the Bill for suck appowhtments. We think that 
uniformity of procedure in the registering offices can be secured by executive 
order. We believe that the Director of Agriculture and Commerce and* his 
assistants will be able to exercise the necessary supervision over the conduct ofe 
recruiters if they are inves! 1 provision of the Bill enables them {o begig- 
vested—-with the powers of a Magistrato under the Act. . . 

«Returning to the Emigration Agent. Me conduc local oper: tions by 
means of persons called recruiters, who must on his application he licensed by 
the Protector pf Emigrants. The license is good for a yen. and, under the Bill 
as introduced, it restricted the yperations of the reeruiter {oa particular specified 
area. This restriction has, however, been objected to by the Emigration Agents 
(whosc objegtiqns are supported by the Secretary of State for the Colonies un- 
necessary, and as tending to increase seriously the cost of emigration. We admit, 
the forec of these objections, and, accordingly, under the Bill as it now stands, the 
recruiter's Neense extends to the whole aren over which the Protector of Ibmigrants 
has authority, but it is not valid for any particular district until it has been 
countersigned by the Magistrate of the distriet. Phe Magistrate is empowered 
to refuse his countersignature if he has reason for believing that the recruiter 
is an unfit person, or that he has failed to perform any of (hy duties imposed ou 
him undgr the Act. Al the time when the Bill vas prepared great complaints 
had been made of the malpractices of a class of persons who were described as 
sub-agents. Weewere informed that between the Minigration Agent and the re- 
oruiter (herg is almost always a third party, the sub-agent, whos ipervi 
the revruiter’ ions, keeps his license, supplies him with funds, and 
generally keeps the depéfein the recruiting centre where the emigronts are 
collected together before being sent down to Calcutta. This person, we were 
told, was unknown to and unregulated by the law, and was sometimes of very 
doubtful character. Accordingly, in the first draft of the Bill, clauses were 
introdueed specially providing for the appointment and remuneration of (his 
subsgent, However, when we went more closely into the matter, it appeared 
that these provisions were not eeally applicable to the facts as explained by 
Major Pitcher and Mr. Grierson, 1t turns out that (he so-called sub-agent 
is not a recruiter of any distinct class at all, but is merely a head recruiter: who 
spmptimes recruits himsell, and sometime as an iutermediate contractor 
Hetween the Emigration Agent and the ordinary recruiters, and whose renunera- 
tipn Saturally takes the form of a commission. And the asion fo which 
we came was that it would be impracticable to draw a legal distinction between 
these sub-agents and other recruiters, and thal if would preferable to eon- 
tinue treating thom as recruiters, and to make thera tuke out a ruite 
lieense. But we have added to the Bill a definition of ‘veeruiter’ which 
makes it clear that the term ineludes head recruiters and others who collect 
emigrants, as_ well as those who personally engage in recruiting. 

“Such being the reeruiter, we have to take great eure that le does not enlist 
‘his emigrants on false pretences. Accordingly, we provide that he must get. from 
the Emigration Agent on whose application he is fieensed a written or printed 
statement, signed by the Agent and countersigned by the Protector of Emigrants, 
and stating the terms of agreement whieh the recruiter is authorized to offer 
on behalé ol the Agent to intending emigrants. Chis statement must be both 
in English and in the Vernacular, and the reeruifer is bound to show if to any 
person whom he invites to emigrate, aud also toa Magistrate or officer in 
charge of a polige-station, if called upon to do so. . 

“ Having orqvisionally enlisted his reeruits, the first thing that the reeruiter 
does with thers 3 to house them tempornrily in a place which T referred to just 
now as a depét, but which does not go by that name in the Bill. The fact isthat 
the term ‘depot’ is confined by the existing law to the depOts which ure ¢; 
ished at dhe port of departure ; and,as we considered it inadvisAblesto disturb 
the oxisting nomenclatyre, we thought it etter not to give any Specifieghaine to 
these up-country capi, if I may so call them. You will find them referred 
to in -sectibn 27 of the Bill as places for the accommodation of emigrants 
pending their registration or removal to the port of embarkation. Many 
womplaints had been made about the way in which some of these 
places aré kept and managed ; and accordingly we have armed District Magis- 
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trates and other officers «vith extensive powers for their supervision and inspec- 
tion, ¢ 

“The mention of registration brihgs me to the next stage in the emigrant’s 
‘carcer. Up tothis point he is not under any contract binding him to emigrate. 
Tt érder to become so bound, he must appear before a registering officer, have 
his name and certhin particulars about him entered in a register, aud then, and 
not till then, is he allowed to exceute an agreement to emigrate. Until these 
formalities have been complied with, the recruiter is not allowed to carry him 
off to the port from which he is to emigrate. Jn the provisiorls relating to 
this branch of the subject, we have departed both from the existing law and 
frdm the proposals of the original Bill. Under the Bill as introduced, the work 
of registering had to be done by a Magistrate of a district de sub-division. 
The evidence collected by Major Pitcher and Mr. Gricrson tends to 
show that these officers have not time to do the work thoroughly,and Major 
Pitcher has proposed Civil Surgeons, and Mr, Grierson the officers of the Ragis- 
tration Department, as appropriate registering officers. ‘Lhe Government of 
Bengal have accepted Mr ierson’s proposals, and the Government of the 
North-Western Protinces is willing to give Major Pitcher’s suggestion a trial 
whenever the Civ Surgeon is competent to do the work. The Bill does not 
decide the question either w but merely gives the Local Goverument a 
general power to appoint. persons to be registering officers, and places them 
under the control of the District. Magistrate, or of such other officer as the Local 
Government may appoint on their behalf. I may explain that the'reference to 
this ‘other officer’ is intended to cover the officials whom the North-West 
Government wished to appoint Sub-Protectors of Emigrants, I understand 
that there will be no difficulty in adjusting, by means of exceutive arrange- 
ments, their relation to the District Magistrate. 














“So much as to the officers who are to do the work. Next, as to the way 
in which the work is to he done, Mr. Grierson has told us in _ his report a great 
deal about the way in which the present system of registering emigrants works, 
or rather fails to work, and he lias drawn up a statement showing, in two 
parallel columns, the difference between what may be called the theory and 
the practice of registration. 'This statement is so instructive and so illustrative 
of the kind of way in which administrative provisions are apt to break down, 
that T will take the liberty of reading it tothe Council. ‘Ihe present system of 
registration, and the practice, are here given in parallel columns :— .

“Now, I do not mean to say that our proposed system is certain to work 
quite smoothly and perfectly, nor can f fool surethat these, or indeed any other, 
legislative prowisions will work precisely in the way in which we intend them 
to work, But at least we have done our best to take warning by what has been 
told usz ang to devise a remedy for some of the most obvious defects in the 
existing system. In the first place, we propose to reverse the existing order of 
proceedings, and to mage the registration come first and the execution of the 
emigrant’s agreement afterwards We think that thore is a better chanee of 
the agreement being securate and satisfactory in form and substance if it is 
drawn out in the office of the Magistrate or other ing oliver after the 
intending emigrant has been passed and registered, than if it is drawn up, as it 
is under tho present practice, hy some illiterate person beforehand. The course 
of procecding will be this, Whe recruiter will take his ruits before the 
registering oflicer, who in the Mufassal may or may not be the Magistrate of 
the district, and in the emigration-ports will be the Protector of Emigrants 
jhipself. The registering officer is to examine the recruit, apart from the 
recruiter, with reference to the agreement into which he proposes to enter, and 
js to Satisfy himself that the reernit is competent and willing to enter into the 
agreement, that he understands its mafare, that he has not been induced to enter 
by any coercion, undue influence, fraud, misrepresentation or mistake, that its 
terms are in conformity with law, that is to say, contain all the particulars 
which, as I shall presently explain, it is required by the Act or rules to embrace, 
and that it is in conformity with the statement which, as 1 have already 
explained, the recruiter is required to show the recrait. If he is satistied on 
these points, he is to enter in a register-book the mame of the reeruit, and 
various particulars concerning him, including the name, sex, name of father, 
caste, occupation and age of the intending emigrant, and the name of the 
village or place of which he is a resident. 11 may he asked, what is the use 
of entpring all these minute details ¢ I will let Mr. Grierson answer, 

+ *Thebjects, he says, fof a system of registration, Ituke it, are two-fold. One is to keep 
‘a record of the transuction, just as the record of any other contract 1 kept. ‘This is a minor 
consideration. The other and more important object as to afford a connecting link Netween the 
coolie in the cology and his relations at home.

need hardly say, full effect cannot be given without the co-operation of the 
Colonial Governments. . 

“When the intending emigrant has been duly registered, the next step 
id to execute the agreement, which is prepared in the office and executed 
hotti¢by the emigrant and the recruiter in the presence of the registering 
officer. ‘ 1t must contain on one side all necessary particulars as to the nature, 
duration aud term of the emigrant’s service, and, on the other, the particu- 
Jars which have been already entered in the register. These will enable him to 
prove his identity if neeessary ‘Three copies of th eement are to be taken: 
one gocs to the emigrant himself, the other to the ‘recruiter, and the third is 
kept by the Protector of Emigrants. 1 need not follow in minute detail the 
subsequent movements of the emigrant. Suffice it to sty tht heis, eondueted 
to the emigration-depdt at the port of departure, which as supposed tobe under 
the constant supervision and inspection of the Protector of Emigrants and 
Medical Inspector, and after a short stay there is duly shipped off fa an em- 
erant-vessel.  Eyery cnugrant-vessel must be licensed, and the license must sot, 
be granted uutil the vessel has been surveyed and it has been ascertained that 
she is seaworthy, las proper and sufficient recommodation, is properly ventilated, 
has all the tackle, ayparel and furniture requisite lor her intended voyage, is 
properly manned and officered, and is, in tact, in all respects suitable for the 
carriage of emigrants. ‘There is ample power to make rules as to the provisions, 
clothing, fucl and water which are to be supplied for the emigrants’ use, and as to 
the staif of surgeons and attendants who are to be on bod the vessel Aud 
the Protector of Emigrants and the Medical Inspector are bound by the Act to 
see personally that these rules are complicd with, ‘Tho emigrant goes on board 
under their personal supervision, and the master of the vessel 15 required to 
execute a bond for the duc performance during the voyage of the dutics imposed 
on him by the Act. Thus every reasonable precaution is taken which our law 
can enforce that the emigrant shall he properly treated from the time when he 
leaves the place where he is recruited to the time when he'lands in the colony 
for whieh he is bound, Luither than this our law cannot follow him, and after 
this point we ean only provide indirectly for his weHare by such influence as 
we can bring to bear on the Government of the country in which he has estab- 
lished himself. That infl rence is, however, of w very substantial hind, and may 
be enforeed in extreme cases by the prohibition of emigration. ‘There is a pro- 
vision cnabling the Goyernor General in Council to prohibit emigration to any 
particular country on certain grounds which are specified in the Bill and whieh 
are as follows :— 








*(a) that the plague or any other eprdenie disease dangerous to human hfe has broken 
out in the country, 

(4) that the mortality among emigrants m the country 18 excessive ; 

“(o) that proper me iures have not boc tiken for the protection of emigrants immediately 
on their antival in the couatiy ot dwing ther residence therem 5 

«(d) that the agreements made with emigiants, as such, before their departure fiom India, 
are not duly cnforeed by the Government of the country , and 

«(e) that the Govern General Council, having, either directly o1 through the Secretary 
of State for India m Conncid, addressed the Government of the country with a view to obtam 
information regarding the condition ot treatment of emigrants therem, thes nob within acreason+ 
able time received the 11 formation asked for? ' + 


“ Such are the general provisions of this measure. The differences between 
the first draft of the Bill and that which is now before the Council are very 
fully and minutely explained in the Keport of the Select Commiftty, and I need 
not dwell on them further It wil be observed that the origitel, draft of the 
Bill conferred on the Government extensive powers to make rules, and that we 
rave in the present draft carried this power still further, by climinating certaii 
natters of detail from the Bill, and leaving them to be provided for byerule. 1 
im sure ‘that a measure ofthis kind, if it 1s to work well, must be madt elastic, 
ind that‘ayy attempt to fix and stereotype minute adutinistrative details will 
wobably produce either inconvenience or absirdities. Let me illustrate this 
‘rom the English Emigration Law, of the working of which I happen to have 
ome knowledge. ‘The English Emigration Acts, or Passenger Acts as théy are 
‘alled, regulate with minute particularity the ‘dict of tho emigrant on board- 
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*sship, even condescending to prescribe the pnecise pont of pepper which is to 
be served out to Gach emigrant eveny day. ‘Lhey were framed in tho days of 
sailing-ships, when a voyage across the Atlantic w: long business, for whieh 
a epnsiderable supply of sult-meat and other like provisions Rad to be laid int, 
A few years ayo it was accidentally discovered that the steamers of one o8 the 
prinefpal Atlantic lines, the Cunard, 1 think, were in the habit of complying 
with the requirements of the law by taking so many junks of salt-beet ou each 
voysge from Liverpool to New York—and back again, Of course, nobody 
wanted it, npbody ate it, but thore it was to satisfy the Jaw. It is matters of 
this kind that we wish to leate to be regulated by rules which can be easily 
changed on being found to Le unnecessary or unsuitable. The new Act will 
not be broyght into operation until the rules are ready, but I believe that this 
will not involve very long delay. I understand that Mr. Grierson, to whom I 
have so often referred, is now engaged. under the instructions of the Bengal 
Guvernmént, in the preparation of an Emigration Manual, which will contain, 
not only the revised rules and forms, but also such information as may be 
requisite for explaining the emigratio em to those who have to work it 
and those who are to be brought under it. 

The Motion was put and agreed to.

The Hon'ble Krisropa8 PAu said that the very full report of the Select 
Committee on this Bill, and the lucid statement made by the hou’bic member 
in charZe of it, showed that it had received a careful revision at the hands of 
the Select Committee, It also evinced a benevolent solicitude on thei part for 
the protection and wolfare of the poor Native emigrant. ‘The question of the 
policy of emigration was not before the Council, and he would not, there- 
fore, touch upon it. But it might be well asked whether, when large tracts 
of land lay unreclaimed and uncultivated in many parisof the eouatry, undue 
encouragement should be given to emigration to foreign countries ; but, as far 
as ho understood the Bill, it would not givo unduc cucouragement to such 
emigration. If he had undérstood his hon’bl¢ friend correetly, he understood 
him to say that the Government occupied a position of neutrality, giving fair 
play to all parties who would come under the operation of the Bill. That, he - 
thought, was a fair position, but all that he, as a Native of the country, wished 
to see, was that the labourer who hircd himself to go to foreign parts should on 
the ouc hand be treated as a free agent, and on the other should be protected 
from fraud, misrepresentation and oppression; and, if tne Bill should attain 
that object, he thought the Council would have no reason to complain. Follow. 
ing the principle of the Bill, he ventured to propose, with Lis Hxcelleney’s 
permission, a few small amendments. Care had been taken in the Bill to pro- 
vide for the proper explanation to the intending emigrant of the nature of the 
agreoment which he would be called upon to ¢: te. He thought it was highly 

desirable that, in the initial stage of the engagement, the emigrant should have 
a clear idea of the nature of the life he was about to enter upon. As far as he 
could judge from the detailed provisions of the Bill, great precautions had been 
tuken to explain fully to the intending emigrant the nature of the engagement, 
But atethe most important moment, when he had to make up his mind, he was 
left almoft it. the dark. Section 26 of the Bill pyovided— 

Pho recruiter shall produce the statement for the information of every person whom he 
infites to emigrate, or when called upon to do so by any Magistrate or officer in charge of a 
police-station.” © : 

Now, ip fas arell known to hon’ble members that the emigrant was often 

«an ignorant, Miterate person, unable to read the statement produced before 
him, and, if he .sked the recruiter to read it, that man, if he was inclined to 
deceive him, might read a version not contained in the statemantitsclf, So that, 
at the m&st important moment, when an illiterate emigrant was calfedeon to 
make up his mind, he Would be almost. entirely in the dark as to what tho 
contents af the statement might be, as to the character of the agreement, and 
as te the nature of the life he would be called upon to lead. We thought 
that af ‘this stage it was of the utmost importance that every facility should 
"be given to him to undersfand the nature of his engagement; and in that 
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view he proposed that the racruitoe should he required to furnish*the intending 
emigrant with a copy of the statement so as to onable the emigrant to take 
it home to show to his fricnds an@ relatives, or the village-headmen, and 
‘consult them about it before muking up his mind. He would be then in a 
pésition to know what he should do, and to understand the nature of the 
servic required of him, He (Raf Krisrops PAr) had heard some objections 
taken to his proposal. In the first place, it had been said that it would impose 
extra cost on the Emigration Agent. He beheved that the statement would be 
a printed paper and the additional cost would be a trifle: if a hundred copies 
of the statement were struck off, it would entail only the vost of the paper 
antl printing. Then he was told that the recruiter would have to carry a 
heavy bag of paper. Now, he did not know the exact number of emigrants 
recruited in each district, or in cach sub-division, nor had he any idea of the 
exact number of recruiters employed in cach district ; but he could not believe 
that a recruiter on the average engaged more than 100 recruits; and, sup- 
posing that he did engage 200, his bag would not be at all heavy if he had te 
carry some 200 papers of tlus kind. But, even if the recruiter was put to 
some slight inconvenience, he thought it a question for grave consideration 
whether the emigrant should not have a fair opportunity of considering the 
nature of the connection he was ahout to form at the very outset, of his 
new career—and surely this was of far move importance than the question of 
a little heavier bag on the back of a recruiter. ‘len he Was told that this 
provision was not necessary and would impose an obstacle in the ‘way of 
emigration. He, for one, did not see how this would prove an obstacle in the 
way of emigration, The more intelligently and knowingly the emigrant acted, 
the better would it be for the cause of emigration. He was aware that in sec- 
tion 87 there was a provision that a copy of the agreement when executed 
should be furnished to the emigrant. Now, this was an after stage. After the 
agreement had becn executed it would be too late for the emigrant to recede, sup- 
posing that he wanted to change his mind, and supposing that,he came to know 
what he did not know before. Te humbly conecfved that the proposal which 
he had submitted to the Council was calculated to give the intending emigrant 
an opportunity to understand his real position before he made up his mind, 
and it was thereforo of great practical impoftance. Upon these grounds, he 
would move that for sub-scetion (8) of soction 26 the following sub-section be 
substituted :— ‘ 

(3) The recruiter shall give a true copy of the statement to every person Whom 
he invites tu enngrate, and shall produce the statemont for the mformation of any Magis. 
ed or officer in chai ge of a police-station when called upon to do so by the Magistrate or 
olficer.’ 


The Hon’ble Mr Qoinron said: “ While altogether sympathising in the 
anxiety of my hon’ble friend Raf Kristodés Pél Bahadur that the intending 
emigrant should have full information as to the offers which the recruiter is 
authorised to make, and should not be led blindly into binding himself by a 
contract of such serious importance, 1 am unable to support the amendment, 
+ “Tt appears t: me that the provisions of the Bill are amply sufficient to 
secure the object we both have in view, and that the proposals of mg hon’ble 
friend go far beyond what is feasonably required for that purpose. : 

“My hon’ble and learned friend Mr. Ilbert in his oponing speech bas 
pointed out that the recruiter under the Bill must be furnishedywith a written 
or printed statement, signed by the Emigration Agent and goustersigned by 
the Protector of Emigrants, in English and in the Vernacular ldmguage of the 
local area to which the recruiter’s license extends, of the terms which the re- 
eruiter is authorised to offer un behalf of the Agent to intending emigrants, and 
is also bound fo produce the statement for the information of every person 
whom he invitts to emigrate, or when called upon to do,so by any Magistratd 
or officer {n charge of a police-station. . 

“My hon’ble friend Raf Kristodés Pal is not satisfied with tht produc. 
tion so enjoined, but would compel the recruiter to give toeach persom invited 
to emigrate a copy of the statement. Now, censide: that probably not one 
per cent. of the persons likely to be so invited can real, this seems a ‘very un- 
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“tecessary precaution, The intending emigrapt can" procure full information 
as to the recruiter’é offers, by having the statement yead and explained to him 
when he reaches the depot; and section 31, as we have heard, strictly onjdins 
on the Registering Oflicer the duty of examining the intending*emigraut, apart « 
from the recruiter, as to his competence and willingness to make the agreem@ng, 
as to Ifis comprehension of the nature of such agreement and as to his not 
having, been induced to enter into it by unfair means, The Registering Officer 
must, further draw up the agreement containing the particulars specified in the 
Bill, and fugnish the emigrant with a copy of it. My hon’ble friend says 
that this will be too late; but,rconsidering that the Registering Officer must as- 
certain from the emigrant that ho understands and consents to the particulars 
contained in "Ne agreement before it is drawn up, L do not see how this objec. 
tion applies. He further urges that, if {le man invited to emigrate gcts a copy 
of the statement, he can take it home with him and consult the headman of 
his village$ to which [ would answer that so long as their present attitude 
towards emigration is maintained hy zamindirs, they are the last persons whom 
an intending emigrant would wish to consult. 

“The story told by my bon'ble and learned friend of the salt beef carried 
from Liverpool to New York, and back again from New York to Liverpool, 
in orderto comply with the English Passenger Acts, furnishes a warning a 
overloading our Bill with minute regulations. In my time ] have regi 
I suppose, sevetad hundred emigrants, and the cases in which L have had to tell 
one to standaside, because he did not know where he was going or what he was 
to get, wore quite exceptional, 

When reading and, writing beu 































me more widely diffused, and broad sides 
and hand-bills are likely to pro’ ive, the agencies will no doubt. in their 
own interests readily adopt the latter; but, as things are at present, it appcars to 
me unfair to impose on Avents and recruiters an obligation attended with con- 
siderable trouble and expense and enforeeable by legal penalties, which is of 
no practical use. 2 

“T may add that I have censulted my friend Major Pitcher, whose thorough 
acquaintance with the working of the recruiting system renders his opinion 
of great value, and that he fully concurs in the views L have expressed.”

* *The Hon’ble Mn. Iver said that, when the Hon'ble Raf Kristodds Pal first 
gave him private notice of this amendment, he expressed his entire sympathy 
with the object the hon’ble member had in view, namely, to give the fullest 
possible information to the intending emigrant of the kind of bargain he was 
about to enter into; and said that he would he willing to accept the amend- 
ment, uniess it appeared that there was any objection to it on administrative 
grounds. Ona question of this kind the opinions of a gentlemnn like Mr. 
Quinton, who had taken a practical part in the work of registering emigrants, 
and of Major Pitcher, were entitled to considerable weight; and he was bound 
‘to say, after having heard what his hon’ble friend Mr. Quinton had said, and 
after taking into consideration Major Piteher’s opinion, that his own view 
was that the amendment which had been proposed was on the whole likely to 
cause proater inconvenience than would be justified by any good which was 
likely, to follow from it, and that the best way of giving an intending emigrant 
fall information of the bargain he was about to make was to be found in that 
prevision of the Bill which imposed on the registering officer the duty of aseer- 
taining whethephe really knew where he was going, and what was the kind of 
undertaking apog which he was about to enter. For these reasons only, 
Mr. Ineert’pefSenally should vote against the amendment.

, _ The Hon’ble Rat Krrsrop4s PAL moved that in section 36, after the 
Wotds “and term of service” the words “and the remuneration” be inserted. 
Ho said that his object in moving the amendment was this. When a man 
expatriated himself from his country for service in another country, he ought 
to know what he would carn there. The Bill gave him no informatién on 
that subject. It was true that the Bill provided for the passing of rules by 
Governinent, which, amongst other particulars, might include information as to 
the amount of wages; but he thought it was of the utmost importance that the 
Bill should specifically provide that the emigrant should be informed, even if 
approximately, of the wages he was to receive before he executed the 
agrcement. . 


The Ion’ble Mr. Inner said he was quite willing to accept this amtnd- 
ment. The Bill as originally drawn provided that the agreement should specify 
the daily or monthly wages the emigrant was to reccive. But when tho Select 
Committee came t¢ consider how the form provided for the purpose should be 
filled up, they found great difficulty in cases in which the labourer was paid by 
the piece or the job, and accordingly they omitted'the reference to wages, and 
merely provided that the agreement should provide the nature and terms of the 
service to be performed, and they intended that the information dh this point 
should include, as far as possible, the remuneration he was to receive. 


The Motion was put and agreed to. 


The Hon'ble Mr. Txuperr said that, with the permission of the Council, he 
would ask leave to move a small amendment in section 71 of the Bill, As he 
had not given notice of the amendment, he was entirély in the hands of the 
Council as to whether or not he should move it. The ‘amendment was 
this, that in section 71, for the word “ proceeding” the words “ embarking 
at that port” be substituted. The Bull was framed on the assumption that all 
the enligrants who were to go by a particular gmigrant-vessel would be shipped 
at the same port ; but it had been brought to the notice of the Government that 
it might bo convenient in some cases for a vessel proceeding from Calcutta to 
stop at Madras and ship emigrants there. So far as he could judge, nono of thie 
provisions of the Bill would prevent this being done. The only difficulty which 
he thought might arise was in connection with some of the terms of the certifi- 
cate to be given under the Act. Section 71 required a certificate irom the 
Protector of Emigrants and the Emigration Agent for the country to which the 
emigrants were to be conveyed, to the effect that they had, in respect of all the 
emigrants proceeding in the vessel, done all that was required by the provisions 
of the Act, or by the rules made under the Act, to be done by the Protector’ 
and Agent respectively : and a technical difficulty might arise as to compliance 
with this requirement of tho law. Therefore, he proposed that the certificate 
should not be in respect of all the emigrants “proceeding in the vessel,” but 
only in respect of the emigrants embarking at the port to which the Protector 
and Agent belonged. . ‘ 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 


The Hon’ble Rai Knrisropds PAu moved that for clause (}) o&, section 83

The Hon’ble Mr. Inner observed that he thought this amendmertt‘ was a 
necessary consequence of the amendrhent which had klready been ocaryied, and* 
he had, therefore, no objcction to offer,

The Ion’ble Mr. Amin Ari expressed the satisfaction wifich was felt amomg 
all classes of the Indian community with this measure. The hardships to gvpich 
emigrants were subjected, and the false representations of which they were very 
frequently victims, made some such measure absolutely necessary; anil he had 
no douht that, when this measure was d, it would be regarded as a great 
booh by the classes which it wonld affect. There was, however, one point 
regurding which he entertained considerable doubts, and these doubts, he should 
also add, were to some extent shared hy some of the leading members of the 
Native community. The point to which he referred was as to the limit of age 
contained fn Section 39 of the Bill. Tle mentioned his views to the hon’ble and 
Jearned member in charge of the Bill, and he learned from him that the matter 
had received careful consideration in the Sc Committec, and therefore he 
swag constrained {0 come to the conclusion that he would not be justified in 
raising a discussion on it at the present stage of the Bill. 


The Motion was put and agreed to. 


















RANGOON TRAMWAYS BILL.

‘I'he simplest 
way to meet the difficulty, the Committee considered, was to adda section to the 
Bill providing that all the roads specified as roads over which tramways were 
to be constructed should, for the purposes of the Act and of the agreement, be 
te@med to be situate within the municipality, and they had accordingly added 
asection to that effect. The other amendments made by the Committee in 
the Bill were of a very trifling nature, and he need not allude to them.
